5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's response and amendment filed November 16, 2005 overcomes the 
rejection of claims 1 and 17 cited under 35 USC 102(b) citing Coleman et al. and the 
rejection of claim 17 under 35 USC 112 second paragraph. Claims 1,17, and 23 are 
independent claims in this application. The prior art of record does not teach a portal 
view profile that includes a reference to one or more of said data miner modules as 
cited in independent claims 1 and 17. Regarding independent claim 23 the prior art fails 
to teach generation of a list of data miner modules for which said library of registration 
files includes a corresponding registration file defining an implementation of the data 
miner module.
